This office action is in response to the amendment filed September 30 2003. The 
changes to the claims have been entered. Claims 1-54, 56-126, 128-213, and 215-224 are 
pending. All claim objections and rejections are withdrawn in view of the amendment. The 
proposed changes to figs. 6B, 19, and 21 are approved. 

A How able Subject Matter 

Claims 1-54, 56-126, 128-213, and 215-224 are allowed. Claims 1-19, 21-54, 63-110, 
137, 158, and 179 remain allowed as set forth in the last office action. Dependent claims 20, 56- 
62, 118, 138-157, 159-178, and 180-197 are now allowed in view of applicant's amendment to 
overcome the respective informality objections or indefiniteness rejections in the last action. 

Applicant has amended independent claims 111 and 198 to incorporate the previously 
indicated allowable subject matter of original dependent claims 127 and 214, respectively, and 
has also amended dependent claim 120 to resolve the indefiniteness rejection and claims 199-224 
to overcome the informality objections set forth in the last action. Accordingly claims 1 1 1-126, 
128-136, 198-213, and 215-224 are also now allowed. 

Conclusion 

US 6587606 is cited as pertinent to the present disclosure but has too recent an effective 
filing date to be applied as prior art.
